evening a fire was discovered on the fourth 
iloor of tho Nassnu LiiiBced'Oil Works, 
on 


Furmnn street, Brooklyn, extending from 
No. S5 to No. U3. Tho factory is a four 
story brick structure, having a frontage of 
120 feet and a doptb of SO foot. 
Owing to 


tho press of business, tho factory of lato has 
run both day and night, nnd tonight, nt the 
tiino tho firo occurred, thoro wore forty men 
at work. Groat precaution is nlways taken 
against fire, nud on tlio floor on which tho 
firo occurred, n light,wns not allowed. 


Tho fire, as near as can be learned, broke 


out in wbnt is called tho ond room, nnd not 
unlikely was from spontnueous combus- 
tion. 
Tho oil tnnks, which number twenty- 


four, wero situated between the renr of the 
oil works nud a seven-story brick building 
fronting on Columbia Heights. Owing to 
tbe combustible nature of tho stock tho 
flames sprend very rnpidly through the dif- 
ferent floors nnd rendered the saving of tho 
building nn impossibility. 


Tbe Columbia street building which is 


eighty feet front, was connected witb the oil 
factory at tho eastern end,and consequently 
took fire. The flames also comrmmicated 
to the tanks, and the boat became so intonse 
that it was almost impossible for the firemen 
to get close enough to be of any great ser- 
vice.
